PART  I. 

FIRE,  MARINE  AND  INLAND  INSURANCE. 

Springfield,  III.,  April  30,  1918. 
To  His  Excellency  Frank  0.  Lowden,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Sib:  The  act  of  June  20,  1893,  creating  the  Insurance  Department  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  as  amended  by  the  Civil  Administrative  Code  of  Illinois, 
directs  the  Director  of  Trade  and  Commerce  to  make  a  report  annually  to 
the  Governor,  with  reference  to  insurance  matters  coming  within  the  purview 
of  the  law's  relating  to  insurance  in  this  State. 

In  compliance  therewith  this,  Part  I,  of  the  report  for  1917  is  respectfully 
submitted.  This  is  the  twenty-fifth  annual  report  made  since  the  establish- 
ment of  a  separate  insurance  department,  and  the  fiftieth  annual  report 
relating  to  insurance  issued  in  this  State.  It  relates  to  matters  pertaining 
to  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  companies  and  inter-insurers 
exchanges — fire,  and  Lloyds  associations  transacting  this  kind  of  business 
and  covers  the  transactions  of  the  department  during  the  calendar  year  1917. 

Part  II  will  deal  with  legal  reserve  life  insurance  companies,  assessment 
life  associations  and  fraternal  societies. 

Part  III  will  deal  with  casualty  companies,  assessment  accident  associa- 
tions, inter-insurance  exchanges — casualty,  and  matters  pertaining  to  these 
several  classes  of  business.  They  will  be  submitted  in  separate  volumes  for 
reasons  of  convenience. 

This  volume  contains  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  the  com- 
panies doing  fire,  marine  and  inland  navigation  insurance  made  to  the 
department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917  and  which  at  this  date, 
except  where  otherwise  stated  herein,  are  licensed  to  carry  on  their  business 
in  this  State.  These  abstracts  show'  in  detail  the  financial  condition  of  the 
respective  companies.  Statistical  tables  prepared  from  these  statements  are 
also  presented  herein.  They  show  in  form  convenient  for  comparison  and 
for  statistical  purposes  the  information  contained  in  the  statements  relative 
to  the  financial  condition  of  the  companies  and  the  business  transacted  and 
the  results  experienced  during  the  year.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  combined  figures  from  the  statements  of  all  the  companies,  other 
than  the  district,  county  and  township  mutuals,  reporting  to  this  department, 
show  that  while  in  1916  the  companies  paid  losses  equaling  32  cents  on  each 
$100  of  risks  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  1917  the  losses  paid  equalled 
31  cents  on  each  $100  of  risks  in  force. 

In  1916  the  losses  paid  equalled  49  cents  on  each  $1  of  premiums  received, 
while  in  1917  they  equalled  44  cents  on  each  $1. 

During  1917  the  amount  of  premiums  received  by  all  companies  was  23 
per  cent  more  than  the  premiums  received  in  1916,  while  the  amount  of  losses 
paid  during  the  year  was  11-6  per  cent  more  than  the  amount  paid  in  1916. 

The  aggregate  capital  of  all  the  stock  companies  included  in  this  report 
is  $2,162,276.50  more  than  the  amount  of  the  capital  of  the  stock  companies 
as  shown  in  the  last  report. 

The  amount  of  the  total  admitted  assets  shows  an  increase  of  $68,761,- 
765.28,  while  the  total  surplus  of  assets  over  liabilities  shows  a  decrease  of 
$10,778,423.38. 

The  excess  of  income  over  disbursements  of  all  companies  during  1917 
was  $106,252,003.58  as  against  an  excess  of  income  of  $63,237,335.02  in  1916. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  the  number  of  companies  included 
in  this  report  is  one  less  than  was  included  in  the  last  report. 

The  net  surplus  of  all  joint  stock  and  foreign  companies  was  shown  in  the 
last  report  to  be  204.50  per  cent  of  capital,  while  this  year  it  is  shown  to  be 
172.81  per  cent  of  capital. 

The  total  income  of  all  the  joint  stock,  foreign  and  mutual  companies 
doing  a  general  business  was  $606,477,730.24  during  1917  of  which  $561,129,- 
624  92  was  received  from  premiums.  Of  this  amount  they  expended  for  losses 
41.1  per  cent  of  total  income  or  44.5  per  cent  of  total  premiums — for  expenses 
34  per  cent  of  total  income,  or  37  per  cent  of  premiums — for  dividends  to 
stockholders  of  stock  companies  and  policyholders  of  mutual  companies  6 
per  cent  of  total  income,  or  6.5  per  cent  of  premiums.

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 


The  amount  of  insurance  written  in  this  State  during  1917  by  the  com- 
panies included  herein  was  $4,254,978,472.50,  being  $584,030,665.36  more  than, 
the  amount  written  in  1916. 

The  total  premiums  received  on  business  in  this  State  by  all  the  com* 
panies  reporting  amounted  to  $34,032,099.67,  which  is  $4,339,218.80  more  than 
the  amount  reported  as  received  during  1916. 

The  total  amount  of  losses  incurred  in  this  State  is  shown  to  be  $15,958,- 
859.73  which  is  $947,870.31  more,  than  the  amount  reported  as  losses  during 
1916. 

Computing  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  at  33  1/3  per  cent 
of  premiums  received,  there  is  shown  to  have  been  an  apparent  profit  of 
$6,729,206.72  to  companies  on  their  business  in  this  State  during  1917.  The 
profit  on  the  same  basis,  shown  on  the  business  of  1916  was  $4,786,772.65. 

The  average  premium  rate  charged  on  fire  business  in  this  State  during 
1917  was  99  cents  on  each  $100,  of  risks  written.  The  average  premium  rate 
for  1916  was  $1.05.  The  ratio  of  losses  incurred  was  45  cents  on  each  $100 
of  risks  written  and  45  cents  on  each  $1  of  premiums  received.  The  corres- 
ponding ratios  for  1916  were  51  cents  and  49  cents.

RECEIVERS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Insurance  Department  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

The  undersigned,  having  heretofore  been  duly  appointed  receiver  of  the 
Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  makes  the  following  report 
of  its  acts  and  doings  from  the  time  of  its  appointment  as  such  receiver  to 
the  31st  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1917: 

1.  A  short  time  after  its  appointment,  through  its  attorneys,  Landon  & 
Holt,  it  proceeded  under  a  special  reference  before  Master  in  Chancery 
George  Fred  Rush  to  take  the  deposition  of  Harold  Johnston  Barbour,  secre- 
tary of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Thomas  F.  Mc- 
Farland,  director  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  and 
an  officer  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank  of  Chicago,  the  depository  of  the  Com- 
mercial National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  Mark  P.  Bransfield,  president  of 
the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  and  also  an  officer  of  the 
Auburn  State  Bank,  depository  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  and  W.  J.  Klein,  an  officer  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank,  and  one  John 
R.  O'Connor,  an  employee  or  manager  of  the  real  estate  concern  of  Bransfield 
&  McFarland,  doing  a  real  estate  business  in  connection  with  the  Auburn 
State  Bank.  This  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
what  right  or  title  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  had  in 
certain  mortgages,  stocks  and  bonds  presented  to  Lucius  Pfouts,  chief  ex- 
aminer of  the  Insurance  Department,  on  or  about  the  1st  day  of  June,  A.  D. 
1917.  Bransfield,  McFarland  and  Klein  refused  to  testify  on  the  ground  that 
they  might  incriminate  themselves  by  reason  of  their  having  been  indicted 
in  the  Criminal  Court  of  Cook  County,  and  no  information  could  be  elicited 
from  them.  Barbour  had  no  knowledge  as  to  the  mortgages,  stocks  and 
bonds.    A  considerable  number  of  days  were  spent  in  taking  this  evidence. 

The  makers  of  these  mortgages  were  consulted  in  reference  to  the 
mortgages  and  it  was  ascertained  that  in  most  all  of  the  cases  the  mortgage 
had  been  placed  either  with  the  real  estate  concern  of  Bransfield  &  Mc- 
Farland or  with  the  Auburn  State  Bank  for  the  purpose  of  sale.  The  pur- 
chasers of  the  mortgages  were  next  examined  and  consulted  with,  and  in 
some  instances  it  was  found  that  these  parties  had  purchased  the  mortgages 
prior  to  the  time  of  the  examination  by  the  Insurance  Department  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company,  either  from  the 
real  estate  concern  of  Bransfield  and  McFarland  or  the  Auburn  State  Bank, 
and  had  left  their  mortgages  with  the  Auburn  State  Bank  for  safe  keeping 
and  to  collect  the  interest.  In  other  instances  the  mortgages  had  been 
purchased  either  from  the  real  estate  concern  of  Bransfield  &  McFarland 
subsequent  to  the  1st  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1917,  and  prior  to  the  report  of  the 
Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  on  the  31st  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1917. 

All  of  the  above  facts  and  also  other  facts  of  malfeasance  were  presented 
by  us  to  the  State's  Attorney  of  Cook  County,  and  to  the  grand  jury  and  an 
additional  indictment  was  procured  against  Bransfield  &  McFarland  and 
Klein. 

2.  A  claim  for  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000)  was  filed  with  the 
receiver  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank  and  a  claim  for  two  hundred  sixty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($265,000)  was  filed  with  the  referee  of  bankruptcy  in  the 
estate  of  Bransfield  &  McFarland. 
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3.  One  Fred  S.  James  and  Company  of  New  York  commenced  suit  for 
approximately  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,600).  This  is  now 
being  defended  by  us,  as  it  appears  that  the  Commercial  Nacional  Fire 
Insurance  Company  has  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  in  cash  in  New 
York  belonging  to  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

4.  One  William  C.  Farrar  commenced  a  suit  against  the  Commercial 
National  Fire  Insurance  Company  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  libel.  The  suit 
is  now  being  defended  by  us. 

5.  One  Denis  T.  Kelly  commenced  an  action  in  the  City  Court  of  New 
York  against  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  for  certain 
commissions  due.    This  suit  was  successfully  defended  in  New  York. 

Attached  hereto  as  Exhibits  "A,"  "B"  and  "C"  are  the  financial  reports 
of  receipts,  disbursements  and  moneys  on  hand. 

No  dividends  have  as  yet  been  declared  by  the  bankrupt  estate  of  Brans- 
field  &  McFarland,  who  petitioner  claims  is  indebted  to  the  Commercial 
National  Fire  Insurance  Company  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  sixty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($265,000),  and  no  dividend  has  yet  been  declared  or 
paid  by  the  receiver  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank,  who  petitioner  claims  is 
indebted  to  the  Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  in  the  sum 
of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000). 

A  casual  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Commercial  National  Fire 
Insurance  Company  was  made  by  some  of  the  employees  of  the  Commercial 
National  Fire  Insurance  Company  who  were  kept  in  the  employ  of  the 
receiver  for  a  short  time  after  this  receiver  was  appointed,  but  the  examin- 
ation is  very  unsatisfactory  and  an  audit  of  all  of  the  books  of  the  said 
Commercial  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  will  have  to  be  made  by  an 
expert  accountant  before  the  necessary  notice  can  be  given  to  all  the 
creditors  or  the  exact  amount  of  moneys  due  the  Commercial  National  Fire 
Insurance  Company  from  outstanding  premiums  can  be  ascertained,  and  such 
an  audit  is  now  being  made. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  that  its  assets  depend  almost  solely  upon  the 
payment  of  dividends  by  the  bankrupt  estate  of  Bransfield  &  McFarland 
and  the  receivership  estate  of  the  Auburn  State  Bank,  it  is  difficult  at  this 
time  to  liquidate  the  affairs  of  said  company.
